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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

The  Superintendent  hereby  submits  a  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools  for  the  year. 

Each  school  has  been  visited  at  least  once  each  term,, 
some  of  them  three  times. 

The  Bradford  Center  school  for  two  terms  under  the- 
management  of  Harry  Willey  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  con- 
dition. With  one  exception  the  teachers  in  the  village 
schools  are  the  same  as  last  year.  At  the  close  of  the  fall 
term  Miss  Allen  resigned  as  teacher  of  the  Primary,  much 
to  the  regret  of  all.  The  Board  was  very  fortunate  in  se- 
curing, for  her  place,  Miss  Stranahan,  an  experienced 
teacher  who  is  doing  satisfactory  work.  Miss  Wilson  of 
the  class  of  ;07  has  served  acceptably  as  assistant  in  the 
Grammar  Room. 

All  the  rooms  in  Woods  Building  are  overcrowded  and 
steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  relieve  this  condition,  if 
we  expect  to  keep  up  the  high  standard  of  our  schools. 
The  High  School  has  been  taxed  to  its  uttermost  for  seat- 
ing room  and  air-space  and  no  room  for  recitation  seats  is 
available. 

The  number  of  tuition  pupils  is  larger  than  ever  before. 
If  we  expect  this  to  continue  we  must  be  able  'to  offer  the 
Teacher's  Course,  which  had  to  be  dropped  this  year  because 
of  the  state  law  requiring  two  assistants  in  each  High 
School  offering  such  a  course.  It  is  equally  necessary  to  be 
able  to  offer  a  Commercial  Course.  Our  schools  must 
keep  abreast  of  the  times,  if  we  wish  to  keep  the  high  repu- 
tation we  have  gained.  ^ 

During  the  year  new  text-books,  approved  by  successful 


educators,  as  well  as  other  needed  appliances  have  been 
added. 

The  truancy  law  has  been  enforced  with  good  results. 

I  wish  to  urge  the  attention  of  patrons  of  West  Bradford 
and  Bradford  Center  to  the  State  law  denning  a  Legal 
School : 

"A  legal  school  shall  be  one  which,  during  the  preceding 
school  year,  has  been  maintained  for  at  least  twenty-eight 
weeks,  during  which  time  the  average  daily  attendance  of 
pupils  has  been  not  less  than  six,  and  which  has  been  taught 
by  a  duly  qualified  teacher,  whose  register  has  been  kept 
and  returned  as  required  by  law. " 

The  town  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  such  an  able 
corps  of  teachers,  painstaking  and  conscientious  in  all 
particulars.  They  merit  your  hearty  support.  Do  not 
take  hearsay  or  the  word  of  officials,  but  visit  the  schools, 
become  acquainted  with  the  teachers  and  the  needs  of  the 
school.  Then  you  will  be  able  to  decide  intelligently  as  to 
whether  our  schools  are  worth  what  they  cost.  Do  not, 
I  urge  you,  decide  with  disgruntled  persons,  who  never 
visit  schools,  but  say  that  they  are  good  for  nothing.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  would  respectfully  submit  their 
report  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1908. 

In  conformity  with  the  vote  taken  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  1907,  the  trustees  purchased  a  lot  of  land  of  Nelson  R. 
Doe,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  for  a  play-ground  at  the 
Woods  Building,  and  the  same  has  since  been  used  by  the 


students  at  said  building.  The  lot  is  not  as  large  as  the 
trustees  desired,  but  it  was  the  most  that  could  be  pur- 
chased at  the  time.  It  is  securely  and  properly  fenced 
with  wire  fencing,  and  affords  a  good  place  where  the 
students  can  play  without  disturbing  people  who  live  near 
the  school  building.  The  price  paid  for  the  land  was 
three  hundred  dollars.  It  is  hoped  the  students  will  ap- 
preciate what  has  been  done  for  their  pleasure  and  con- 
venience, and  desist  from  playing  upon  the  lawn  in  front 
of  the  building,  in  the  highway,  which  is  dangerous,  and 
from  trespassing  upon  private  property  near  the  building. 

Every  effort  possible  has  been  made  to  supply  all  the 
schools  with  books,  appliances,  and  supplies  of  the  most 
modern  and  approved  character.  There  are  few  towns 
in  the  state  where  the  schools  are  as  well  supplied  with 
modern  aids  as  our  own. 

A  telephone  has  been  installed  in  the  Woods  Building, 
which  has  been  found  extremely  convenient,  and  fills  a 
long  felt  want. 

A  large  number  of  slate  on  the  Woods  Building,  were 
found  broken,  and  it  became  necessary  to  purchase  new 
slate  and  thoroughly  repair  the  roof.  The  tin  portion  of 
the  roof  leaked  badly,  and  also  had  to  be  repaired.  The 
iron  railing  about  the  roof  was  blown  off  from  the  back  side 
and  badly  broken.  All  the  railing  has  been  strengthened 
and  repaired  as  far  as  possible,  but  a  large  portion  of  that 
blown  down  was  so  badly  broken,  it  could  not  be  repaired, 
and  new  railing  to  take  its  place  will  have  to  be  purchased. 

Probably  few  people  realize  what  condition  the  Woods 
Building  is  in,  and  that  extensive  repairs  upon  the  same 
are  imperative.  The  large  chimney  is  in  bad  condition,  in 
fact  dangerous,  and  will  have  to  be  taken  down  nearly  or 
quite  to  the  roof,  and  rebuilt.  The  woodwork  which  is 
exposed  to  the  weather  will  have  to  be  repainted,  and  the 


inside  of  the  building  will  have  to  be  thoroughly  reno- 
vated and  put  in  proper  condition.  So  far  as  known  no 
work  upon  the  school  rooms  has  been  done  since  the  build- 
ing was  erected.  The  building  is  settling,  particularly  at 
.and  near  the  southeast  corner,  and  steps  should  be  taken 
to  properly  strengthen  and  support  the  building  at  this 
point.  The  trustees,  with  the  best  advice  they  have  yet 
been  able  to  obtain,  are  unable  to  decide  as  to  the  best 
method  of  doing  the  work.  It  will  have  to  be  examined 
by  some  experienced  engineer.  The  work  will  probably 
be  expensive,  but  for  the  good  of  the  building,  and  safety 
of  the  occupants  the  work  should  not  be  delayed.  There 
are  other  structural  weaknesses  apparent  in  the  build- 
ing, but  these  can  without  doubt  be  remedied  at  small 
expense. 

A  very  important  matter  which  should  receive  the  at- 
tention of  the  voters  is  that  of  fire-escapes.  The  trustees 
have  had  the  matter  under  consideration  at  various  times 
since  the  opening  of  school  last  fall,  but  no  definite  action 
could  be  agreed  upon.  It  has  been  decided  to  allow  the 
voters  to  pass  upon  the  question  at  the  coming  annual 
meeting.  Recent  catastrophies  by  fire  in  school  buildings 
has  brought  the  matter  forcibly  to  the  attention  of  every 
one.  The  outside  doors,  which  for  some  unexplainable 
reason  were  hung  so  as  to  swing  into  the  building,  have  also 
been  considered  by  the  trustees,  and  it  has  been  decided  to 
change  the  doors  immediately  upon  the  close  of  the  present 
term  of  school,  so  they  will  swing  out. 

The  closets  and  urinal  on  the  boys'  side  in  the  Primary 
Building  were  found  in  an  extremely  bad  condition.  The 
wooden  platform  upon  which  they  rested  had  rotted  away, 
which  allowed  the  seats  and  urinal  to  settle,  and  caused  the 
place  to  be  offensive  and  unhealthy.  The  seats,  urinal,  and 
platform  were  removed,  and  in  place  of  the  wooden  plat- 


form  a  cement  one  was  put  in,  the  seats  and  urinal  were 
replaced  upon  brick  piers  laid  in  cement,  and  a  perfect 
job  was  done.  The  arrangement  is  now  sanitary  and  per- 
fect in  every  way.  Careful  inspection  of  the  work  is  in- 
vited. The  building  is  now  in  good  condition  with  the 
exception  of  the  toilet  seats  on  the  girls'  side.  These  are 
set  upon  a  wooden  platform  similar  to  those  on  the  boys 
side,  and  the  platform  is  quite  badly  decayed.  In  a  few 
years  it  will  have  to  be  replaced  with  one  constructed  of 
cement.  The  door  to  this  building  swings  in,  but  there 
is  not  the  danger  in  this  building  that  there  is  in  the  Woods 
Building,  as  all  the  students  are  on  the  first  floor. 

Repairs  upon  the  interior  of  the  school  houses  at  West 
Bradford  and  Bradford  Center  will  have  to  be  made,  in 
order  to  make  them  wholesome,  sanitary,  and  suitable 
rooms  in  which  to  hold  school. 

The  trustees  in  making  their  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
money  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  the  coming  year, 
have  not  taken  into  consideration  the  expense  of  fire-es- 
capes, on  the  Woods  Building,  repairing  the  chimney,  and 
preventing  the  settling  of  said  building.  If  said  work  is 
done  provision  should  be  made  to  defray  the  expenses  con- 
nected therewith. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term,  115  cases  of  truancy 
have  been  reported  to  A.  P.  Worthen,  the  truant  officer,  all 
of  which  have  received  careful  investigation.  The  law 
relating  to  truancy  is  very  strict,  and  parents  should  realize 
that  they  are  compelled  to  send  their  children  to  school 
in  conformity  therewith.  It  is  hoped  that  parents  will 
make  every  exertion  to  send  their  children  to  school 
regularly,  and  promptly  each  day  the  schools  are  in  session. 
Our  schools  have  greatly  increased  in  numbers,  and  it 
is  with  difficulty  that  the  students  can  be  accommodated. 
Every  effort  possible  is  being  made  to  give  more  room  for 
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classes,  and  it  is  hoped  the  coming  year,  the  arrangement 
will  be  better  than  ever  before.  The  great  trouble  is,  the 
Woods  Building  is  not  commodious  enough  for  the  large 
and  constantly  increasing  demands  upon  it.  Our  tuition 
list  is  the  largest  we  have  ever  had,  and  is  a  material 
source  of  revenue  to  the  district. 

Some  people  are  inclined  to  hastily  criticise  the  acts  of 
the  trustees  and  teachers,  without  knowing  the  facts  sur- 
rounding the  case  or  matter  considered.  It  is  hoped  that 
all  will  fully  inform  themselves  of  the  facts,  through  the 
proper  channels,  before  they  unjustly  criticise  anything 
that  is  done.
